To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1946,  which  like  the  preceding  Annual  Reports  is  abbreviated 
to  meet  present  conditions. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Borough  throughout  the  year, 
both  for  the  adult  and  the  school  populations,  was  satisfactory — the 
incidence  of  infectious  conditions  all  round  was  less,  and  in  the  school 
children  the  general  nutritional  standard  showed  an  improvement,  the 
number  of  cases  of  scabies  fell  and  the  number  found  on  inspection  to  require 
medical  treatment  declined. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  mid-1946  population  of  the  Borough,  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  is  given  as  145,960,  an  increase  of  13,800  on  the  1945  estimate. 

The  following  figures  give  the  rates  per  1,000,  and  for  comparison,  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1945  (and  throughout  the  Report)  are  given  in 
brackets  : Birth-rate  19-09  (17-43)  ; Crude  Death  Rate,  14-25  (16-28).  The 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  0-7  (0-8),  there  were  again  no  deaths  from 
puerperal  sepsis  ; the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  42  (63),  the  number  of 
infant  deaths  being  118  (149). 

The  actual  number  of  births  was  2,787  (2,304),  of  which  278  (335) 
were  illegitimate,  the  Birth  Rate  of  19-09  is  highest  rate  since  1920,  when 
it  was  22-28.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  42  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the 
Borough  since  1932  when  it  was  41. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  showed  a 
considerable  reduction  on  the  previous  year’s  figures,  except  in  whooping 
cough.  Diphtheria  notifications  were  97  (153)  writh  1 death  in  a non- 
immunized  child.  Scarlet  fever  117  (329)  with  no  deaths  ; Measles,  the  number 
of  cases  known  to  the  Health  Department  was  516  (2,395),  of  which  345 
(1,530)  were  notified  ; there  were  no  deaths  ; Whooping  cough,  530  (81) 
with  5 deaths. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  notifications  showed  a slight  reduction  on  the 
previous  year,  there  being  214  as  compared  with  255.  The  number  of  deaths, 
from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis,  was  91  (94).  The  work  at  the  Municipal  Chest 
Clinic  was  much  increased,  1,096  patients  coming  for  examination  and  diag- 
nosis as  against  826,  whilst  artificial  pneumothorax  refills  numbered  2,164 
as  against  1,961. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

As  an  aftermath  of  war,  and  with  the  return  of  men  from  overseas, 
the  work  of  this  Department  increased,  the  number  of  new  Brighton  cases 
being  : males  190,  females  111.  In  the  previous  year  these  figures  were  : 
males  74,  females  157.  The  total  number  of  patients  attending  the  Centre 
for  examination  and  treatment  was  1,330  ; for  the  previous  year  this  number 
was  1,068,  and  for  1944  it  was  827,  and  of  the  1,330  attending, 702  were 
Brighton  residents. 
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Housing 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  completed  44  permanent  houses,  and 
384  temporary  houses  were  erected.  Private  builders  completed  69  dwellings, 
and  converted  36  houses  into  109  flats.  This  is  some  advance  on  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year,  when  only  10  houses  were  converted  into  29  flats 
by  private  builders.  Of  the  500  temporary  houses  allocated,  difficulties  in 
obtaining  delivery  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  arose,  but  when  deliverv  was 
received  the  work  of  erection  proceeded  apace.  Requisition  of  properties 
was  carried  out  and  1,290  persons  were  rehoused. 

One  aspect  of  the  housing  problem  which  causes  concern  is  the  shortage 
of  building  materials  of  all  descriptions.  There  has  been  a period  of  almost 
seven  years  during  which  little  repair  has  been  carried  out  in  occupied 
properties,  consequently  dilapidation  and  depreciation  are  beginning  to 
show,  and  unless  there  is  an  early  and  appreciable  improvement  in  building 
material  supplies,  some  of  these  properties  will  fall  into  such  a state  as  may 
eventually  render  them  subject  to  be  dealt  with  under  slum  clearance 
programmes. 

Food  Sampling. 

With  the  return  of  more  normal  conditions  there  was  a large  increase 
in  the  number  of  catering  and  food  preparing  establishments,  and  as  these 
can  have  a distinct  bearing  on  health  conditions,  special  attention  was  given 
in  this  sphere  of  the  Health  Services.  There  was  accordingly  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  of 
the  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  The  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
continues  to  be  supervised.  A special  investigation  with  the  submission  of 
many  samples  for  analysis  wras  carried  out,  and  this  provided  useful  data 
for  instituting  standards  for  improved  conditions  under  which  this  commoditv 
can  be  manufactured. 

Water  Supply. 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  from  the  different 
wells  showed  that  the  w^ater  supplies  are  of  a high  standard  of  puritv. 

Staff  Changes. 

In  the  Sanitary  Inspectorate,  Mr.  A.  J.  Franks,  after  40  years’  service, 
and  in  the  Health  Visitors  Section,  Miss  Logie  writh  25  years’  and  Miss 
Correll  with  22  years’  service,  retired  on  superannuation.  All  these  officers 
rendered  conscientious  and  valued  service.  During  the  year  three  inspectors 
and  four  members  of  the  clerical  staff  returned  from  service  in  H.M.  Forces. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  with  a degree  of  satisfaction  that  one  can  reviewr  a 
year  of  some  achievement  and  steady  progress,  not  just  to  pre-war  normality, 
but  with  certain  improvements  ; and  to  observe  the  town  rehabilitated  and 
maintaining  its  reputation  as  a seaside  health  resort.  To  obtain  and  retain 
this  reputation  the  health  conditions  must  be  satisfactory,  and  in  this  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department  plays  an  important  role. 

In  carrying  out  the  duties  of  my  Office  I have  received  efficient  and 
valuable  assistance  from  the  members  of  the  different  sections  of  the 
Department,  and  to  them  I would  express  my  cordial  thanks.  I am  indebted 
also  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Officers  of  other  Departments  of  the 
Corporation  for  their  ready  assistance.

Diseases  Notified  during  the  Year  1946. 
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Diphtheria . — The  number  of  children  immunized  during  the  year  was  2,019 
(1,414),  as  follows  : under  the  age  of  5 years,  1,790  ; between  the  ages 
of  5 and  15  years,  229.  In  addition,  78  children  received  one  injection 
but  did  not  complete  the  course.  1,646  were  Schick  tested  after 
immunization,  of  whom  25  gave  positive  results  ; 23  of  these  received 
further  injections  with  known  negative  Schick  results  in  18  cases.  128 
of  the  total  tested  did  not  attend  for  results  to  be  ascertained. 

The  parents  of  all  children  are  circularized  when  the  child  is  nine 
months  old.  The  Health  Visitors  visit  those  cases  not  immunized  (1) 
when  about  11  months  old  and  (2)  between  the  ages  of  13  and  15 
months.  Lists  are  prepared,  from  the  Health  Visitors’  Record  Cards,  of 
children  12  months  old  who  have  not  been  immunized  ; these  are 
reviewed  at  three  monthly  intervals  and  the  lists  are  kept  up  to  date. 

A session  is  held  at  the  School  Clinic  once  a week  at  which  children 
of  all  ages  can  be  immunized.  In  addition,  children  are  immunized  at 
three  outlying  Infant  Welfare  Centres  after  the  Infant  Welfare  session. 

All  diphtheria  immunization  records  are  kept  at  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

Of  the  97  notified  cases  of  the  disease,  16  were  under  5 years  of 
age,  47  between  5 and  15  years,  and  34  of  15  years  and  over  ; only  one 
case  was  nursed  at  home.  One  death  occurred  in  a child  of  school  age 
who  had  not  been  immunized.  Of  those  under  5 years,  11  had  completed 
a full  course  of  immunization  ; of  those  between  5 and  15  years,  30  had 
completed  a full  course  and  3 had  received  one  injection  ; of  those  over 
15  years,  6 had  completed  a full  course. 

Scarlet  Fever — Of  a total  of  117  patients  notified,  47,  or  40%,  were  removed 
to  hospital ; there  were  no  return  cases.  Two  home-nursed  cases  gave 
rise  to  infection  after  a period  of  isolation  at  home. 

Measles — The  total  number  of  cases  notified  by  doctors  was  345.  The  total 
number  known  to  the  Department  was  516.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — 1,031  cases  were  visited  in  761  houses.  Of  these  cases 
530  were  notified  by  doctors.  There  were  5 deaths. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Cases. — 224  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital  and  386  children  with  this  complaint  were  treated 
at  the  School  Clinic.  At  the  Elm  Grove  Home  12  verminous  cases  were 
admitted  and  detained  for  treatment. 

Home  Nursing. — Twenty-seven  visits  were  made  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses 
to  3 cases  of  whooping  cough.  No  visits  were  made  to  measles  cases. 

Domestic  Help  Scheme. — During  the  year  more  than  200  applications  for 
assistance  were  received  and  of  these  135,  of  whom  26  were  confinement 
cases,  were  found  eligible  to  receive  the  services  of  a helper ; the 
remainder  either  had  relatives  or  other  persons  available  or  no  medical 
reasons  for  help  existed.  Applicants  are  assessed  as  to  contributions 
towards  cost  on  a fixed  scale,  and  acute  cases  normally  receive  priority 
over  chronics,  although  14  of  the  cases  helped  were  invalid  old-age 
pensioners  from  whom  no  contributions  were  required.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  4 full-time  and  8 part-time  helpers.

Of  the  admissions,  2 cases  of  diphtheria  and  11  of  other  diseases  occurred  in  the 
Sanatorium  Staff  ; 9 cases  of  diphtheria,  3 of  scarlet  fever,  2 of  erysipelas,  2 of  cerebro- 
spinal fever,  2 of  measles  or  german  measles,  6 of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  13  of 
other  diseases  were  Service  cases. 

Two  civilians  suffering  from  diphtheria,  17  from  scarlet  fever,  10  from  puerperal 
pyrexia,  5 from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  5 from  infantile  paralysis,  and  8 from  other 
diseases  were  admitted  from  districts  outside  Brighton.

Fifty-one  of  the  total  of  91  deaths  occurred  in  hospitals,  of  which  17 
were  in  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  23  in  the  Sanatorium.  In  the  case  of  2 
deaths  the  patients  had  not  been  notified  during  life  ; the  ratio  of  non- 
notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  was  therefore  2 to 
91.  When  a non-notified  case  is  brought  to  notice,  an  investigation  is  made 
to  discover  why  the  case  was  not  known  to  the  Department.  Usually  the 
case  was  either  thought  to  have  been  notified  earlier,  or  the  patient  had  not 
sought  treatment. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations 
of  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Since  April,  1943,  a scheme  of  interchange  of  patients  between  the 
Brighton  Borough  Sanatorium  and  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  Sana- 
torium at  Darvell  Hall,  Robertsbridge,  has  been  in  operation  and  found 
very  valuable.  The  Scheme  provides  for  an  interchange  of  beds  up  to  six 
in  number,  and  during  the  year  12  Brighton  patients  were  treated  at  Darvell 
Hall,  and  15  East  Sussex  patients  at  Brighton  Sanatorium. 

Dental  T reatment. 

During  the  year  47  visits  were  made  by  the  School  Dental  Surgeons 
to  the  Sanatorium  and  11  attendances  were  made  by  6 patients  to  the 
Dental  Clinic.  The  following  work  was  carried  out  : Extractions,  68  ; 
fillings,  6 ; dressings,  107  ; dentures,  complete  4,  repair  1.

Treatment  by  Artificial  Pneumothorax. 

The  aim  of  this  treatment  is  to  rest  the  affected  part  of  the  lung,  and, 
in  suitable  cases,  it  has  proved  to  be  of  real  and  lasting  benefit.  It  involves 
repeated  refills  over  a prolonged  period.  2,164  (1,961)  refills  were  given  at 
the  Clinic. 

Of  the  98  out-patients  at  present  attending  for  this  treatment,  44  are 
at  work  and  maintaining  themselves,  26  are  working  as  housewives,  21  are 
unfit  for  work,  and  7 are  pensioners. 

Contact  Clinic. 

This  Clinic,  held  weekly  for  the  examination  of  contacts,  was  started 
in  January,  and  contacts  of  all  patients  are  invited  to  attend.  An  X-Ray 
is  taken  of  each,  and  a skin  test  performed  on  every  child.  210  contacts 
were  X-Rayed  during  the  year,  and  67  skin  tests  performed  ; 13  contacts 
were  found  to  need  treatment,  78  are  being  kept  under  observation,  and 
the  remainder  were  informed  that  although  their  condition  was  satisfactory 
they  could  at  any  time  ask  for  a further  appointment.  318  persons  attended 
the  Clinic  either  as  new  cases  or  for  routine  X-Ray.

Thoracic  Surgery. 

Under  this  scheme  Mr.  O.  S.  Tubbs,  F.R.C.S.,  made  three  visits  to  the 
Sanatorium  in  January,  May  and  August  ; operations  have  also  been 
performed  at  the  Brighton  Municipal  Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  following  were  performed  : Thoracoplasty 
operations,  9 stages  ; phrenic  nerve  operations,  11 ; thoracoscopy  and  division 
of  adhesions,  8 ; cavity  drainage,  1 ; amputation,  1 ; laparotomy,  1. 

In  addition  ten  patients  were  transferred  to  Hill  End  Hospital, 
St.  Albans,  for  division  of  adhesions  and  major  surgical  procedures. 

Throat  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Sanatorium  every  month.  In  addition  to 
in-patients,  11  out-patients  were  seen  ; 14  cauterization  of  larynges  were 
performed.

Cartons  of  cod-liver-oil  and  malt  (lib.  size)  were  distributed  to  the 
number  of  431  and  costing  £26,  of  which  £4/15/3  was  recovered  from 
patients. 

Patients  frequently  ask  for  help  in  obtaining  more  satisfactory  housing 
accommodation.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  in  the  provision  of  such  accom- 
modation, the  Housing  Department  has  always  been  extreme^  helpful, 
and  many  patients  have  been  satisfactorily  rehoused.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  net  live  births  registers  1 numbered  2,787  (2,304),  of  which  1,465 
were  males  and  1,322  females.  Iin  ludcd  in  the  total  are  278  illegitimate 
births.  The  infant  mortality  was  42  per  thousand. 

MIDWIFERY. 

Domiciliary . — Three  municipal  midwives  are  employed.  They  ^tended  130  mid- 
wifery and  42  maternity  cases.  There  were  3 midwives  in  private  practice  ; they 
attended  9 midwifery  and  8 maternity  cases.  5 midwives  employed  by  3 outlying 
nursing  associations  attended  56  midwifery  and  46  maternity  cases.  The  Sussex 
Maternity  Hospital  employed  7 midwives  for  district  work  in  Brighton  ; they  attended 
408  cases. 

Medical  help  was  called  in  on  264  occasions,  of  which  93  were  on  account  of  the 
infants’  condition  ; 37  other  notifications  were  made  by  midwives.  ^38/19/0  was  paid 
by  the  Council  to  doctors  called  in  on  23  occasions  during  the  year.  A sum  of  £20  14  1 
was  recovered  from  these  and  some  patients  in  the  previous  year. 

Hospital. — The  Municipal  Hospital  employed  1 2 midwives  ; the  number  of  beds 
is  46;  the  cases  numbered  1417.  The  Albion  Hill  Homes  employed  3- midwives ; the 
cases  numbered  45.  The  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  employed  15  mid  wives  ; the 
number  of  beds  is  50  ; the  cases  numbered  1110,  of  whom  450  were  from  Brighton. 
129  of  them  were  admitted  under  an  agreement  for  which  the  Council  paid  the  hospital 
15/-  a day;  the  total  cost  was  £1,611/10/-,  of  which  £674  15  10  was  recovered  from 
patients  and  the  Sussex  Provident  Scheme.  Of  these  129  cases,  111  were  abnormal  and 
18  were  admitted  on  account  of  unsuitable  housing  conditions. 

Thirty  pupil  mid  wives  attached  to  the  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  obtained  the 
Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  21  pupils  of  the  Brighton  Municipal 
Hospital  obtained  the  Certificate  for  Part  I.  of  the  Central  Midwives*  Board  Examination 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

At  the  Municipal  Clinic,  214  ante-natal  cases  made  716  attendances  and  3 post-natal 
cases  were  seen.  In  addition,  15  ante-natal  cases  attended  who  subsequently  were 
transferred  to  the  clinics  at  the  hospitals  and  are  included  below.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 


2,348  mothers  made  16,373  attendances  at  the  five  Centres.  The  number 
of  children  under  a year  old  brought  to  the  Centres  was  2,108,  making  15.499 
attendances  ; the  number  between  1-5  years  old  was  731.  making  3,042 
attendances. 

DENTAL  CLINIC. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5 years  are  referred 
to  the  Dental  Clinic  from  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
86*5%  of  the  patients  kept  their  appointments.  During  the  year  909 
attendances  were  made  by  147  mothers  and  193  children,  on  lb'  sessions. 
A summary  of  the  work  done  is  : — 

Mothers. — Fillings,  102  ; Extractions  under  X20,  28,  under  local 
anaesthetic  219;  scalings,  179;  other  operations,  532;  dentures: 
complete  42,  partial  36,  repairs  1.

Promotion  of  Cleanliness. — The  Health  Visitors  note  the  condition  of 

I heads  and  bodies  of  children  attending  the  Centres  and,  where  necessary, 
advice  is  given.  In  visiting,  this  is  also  done  and  attention  paid  to  the 
other  pre-school  children.  Unsatisfactory  houses  receive  special  attention. 

! Close  liaison  with  the  School  Medical  Department  is  maintained  and  lists 
s of  any  children  excluded  from  School  are^ sent  to  the  Health  Visitors  and 
e the  houses  where  there  are  pre-school  children  are  visited.  In  severe  cases 
e of  verminous  infestation,  pre-school  children  are  treated  at  the  School 
j Clinic. 

i Care  of  Premature  Infants. — Arrangements  are  now  in  force  whereby  the 

1 weight  of  all  children  born  is  entered  on  the  notification  of  birth  cards. 

Where  the  weight  is  5J  lbs.  or  under,  special  visits  are  made  and,  where 
5 necessary,  premature  babies  can  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Wing  of 
1 the  Municipal  Hospital  for  treatment.  No  differentiation  is  made  between 
legitimate  and  illegitimate  children. 

Education. — Four  lectures  were  given  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Medical 
Officer  to  pupil  midwives  studying  for  Part  I.  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
j Examination  and  ten  lectures  to  pupil  midwives  studying  for  Part  II.  of  the 
e Central  Midwives  Board  Examination.  Each  of  the  pupils  studying  for 
Part  II.  attended  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  on  ten  occasions. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Staff  gave  two  lectures  on  the  care  and  feeding 
s of  babies  to  the  girls  at  the  Margaret  Hardy  Count}^  Secondaiy  School 
taking  the  housewifery  course. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Five  cases  were  notified,  of  which  four  were  mild.  Three  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Borough  Sanatorium.  In  all  the  cases  vision  was  unimpaired.

During  the  year  16  contacts  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
Form  1 : all  weie  females. 


Two  or  more  Forms  1 were  received  in  respect  of  4 and  all  were  traced.  Three  were 
examined  at  the  Treatment  Centre  after  persuasion  and  one  transferred  to  another 
district.  Of  the  remaining  12,  only  2 cases  were  found  and  examined,  all  the  other  Forms 
giving  insufficient  or  such  inaccurate  information  that  it  was  impossible  to  trace  the 
women  concerned.  Forty-four  visits  were  made  to  these  women  by  the  Special  Social 
Worker. 


One  hundred  and  three  visits  were  made  to  44  defaulters  from  the  Treatment  Centre 
with  satisfactory  results.

The  Magistrates  granted  an  application  under  Section  382  of  the  Brighton 
Corporation  Act,  1931,  for  the  removal  of  an  aged  person  to  an  institution 
as  he  was  physically  incapable  of  caring  for  himself. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

In  accordance  with  directions  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  Infestation 
Control,  the  Department  carried  out  two  Sewer  Maintenance  Treatments 
and  the  block  control  system  commenced  in  October  1945,  was  continued. 

The  results  recorded  for  the  Sewer  Maintenance  treatments  were  as 
follows  :

The  comprehensive  block  survey  of  the  entire  Borough  was  carried  on, 
a total  of  12,869  visits  to  premises  being  made.  As  a result  of  these  visits 
and  complaints  received,  413  cases  of  rat  infestation  and  63  of  mice  infestation 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  necessitating  3,389  visits  by  the  rodent 
operators.  669  dead  rats  were  found,  and  3,010  presumed  killed.  390  poison 
biscuits  were  used  in  treatment  for  mice. 

What  was  a major  infestation  at  the  Refuse  Destructor  received  five 
treatments  during  the  year,  and  as  a result  has  been  reduced  to  a minor 
infestation.  72  dead  rats  were  found  and  1,668  presumed  killed. 


VERMIN  DISINFESTATION. 

421  visits  were  made  to  verminous  premises  and  65  notices  were  served 
upon  tenants  who  did  not  attempt  to  cleanse  their  premises  after  being 
warned  to  do  so  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  department  fumigated  120  rooms  in  37  private  houses,  and  3 
private  schools,  receiving  £142  in  fees  from  the  owners. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  in  quantity,  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  raw  water 
from  each  of  the  pumping  stations  were  made  every  fortnight. 

Information  as  to  source  of  supply,  chemical  analysis,  etc.,  was  given 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1944.

Number  of  samples  reported  not  genuine,  46  ; of  these  21  were  deficient 
in  fat,  14  were  deficient  in  solids  not  fat,  and  11  were  deficient  both  in  fat 
and  in  solids  not  fat. 

All  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  preservatives  and  artificial  colouring 
matter,  with  negative  results. 

In  every  case  where  a sample  was  reported  as  not  genuine,  letters  were 
sent  to  the  dairyman  concerned,  farms  and  dairies  were  visited,  and  advice 
given  on  methods  of  bulking  and  milking  times.  Assistance  was  obtained 
from  County  Agricultural  Committees. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a farmer  for  selling  milk 
to  which  water  had  been  added  ; the  offender  was  fined  £10  and  costs. 
Another  farmer  was  fined  £3  (with  costs)  for  selling  milk  deficient  in  fat. 
Proceedings  against  dairymen  were  taken  on  six  occasions  for  failing  to 
keep  milk  bottles  clean.  Two  cases  were  dismissed,  but  the  remaining  four 
offenders  were  fined  £30,  £20,  £20,  and  £2/10/-  respectively  ; costs  were 
allowed  against  the  defendants  in  each  case.

Of  the  foregoing,  11  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactor}7. 

Four  samples  of  sausage  meat  contained  meat  in  excess  of  the  standard 
prescribed  by  the  Meat  Products,  Canned  Soup  and  Canned  Meat  (Control 
and  Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1944,  and  two  samples  were  found  to  be 
deficient  in  meat  content.  Both  excesses  and  deficiencies  were  so  small  as 
to  warrant  no  action  other  than  warning  letters  to  the  manufacturers. 
Samples  of  dried  peas,  and  “ Glavix  ” wheat  food,  were  found  to  contain 
maggots  and  mites.  In  each  case  the  remainder  of  the  stock  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  the  purveyor  and  destroyed. 
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Gelatine  containing  1/36  gr.  of  arsenic  per  lb.  was  the  subject  of  legal 
action,  a Royal  Commission  on  Arsenical  Poisoning  having  recommended 
that  no  edible  gelatine  should  contain  more  than  1/100  gr.  arsenic  per  lb. 
The  case  was  dismissed. 

Two  samples  of  tonic  wine  were  found  to  contain  chloroform.  As  this 
is  not  a permitted  preservative,  the  attention  of  the  manufacturers 
drawn  to  the  matter. 

Drugs. 

As  the  result  of  an  analysis  of  Giey  and  Brown  Kidney  and  Bladder 
Pills,  the  omission  of  one  of  the  ingredients  shown  in  the  declared  formula 
was  disclosed.  The  Public  Analyst  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  presence  or 
absence  would  have  no  effect  upon  the  efficacy  of  the  pills  and  that  no  very 
serious  offence  had  been  committed.  The  vendors  were  approached  on  the 
subject  and  amended  labels  were  printed,  which  are  now  in  use. 

A sample  of  aspirin  tablets,  otherwise  satisfactory7  in  composition,  v. 
insufficiently  labelled,  the  number  of  grains  of  acetylsalicytic  acid  being 
omitted.  The  formula  attached  to  a bottle  of  Redu<  iiu  Tablets  was  found 
to  be  badly  expressed,  an  appreciable  coating  of  silver,  which  covered  tie 
pills,  being  disregarded.  In  both  of  these  cases  the  vendors  were  notified  of 
the  contraventions  and  suitable  amendments  to  the  labels  were  made.

Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  officials  of  sanitary  authori- 
ties in  whose  districts  milk  is  produced  and  sent  to  dairies  in  this  Borough. 
Results  of  unsatisfactory  milk  samples,  from  supplies  produced  in  their 
districts,  have  been  forwarded,  with  requests  for  attention  to  methods  of 
milk  production. 


All  dairies  within  the  Borough  have  been  subject  to  regular  routine 
inspections  and  advisory  visits  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Particular 
attention  has  been  given  to  pasteurizing  plants,  their  equipment  and  heat- 
recording thermometers,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  results  of  the  examination 
of  pasteurized  milk  samples. 
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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 
Twenty-six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  examination. 
Two  of  the  guinea  pigs  innoculated  showed  typical  tuberculous  lesions  on 
post-mortem  examination.  The  farmers  concerned  were  notified  and  the 
affected  cows  located.  All  the  samples  were  examined  for  Brucella  Abortus, 
with  negative  results.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Medical 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  194b. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  pupils  was  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and 
the  standard  of  nutrition  well  maintained,  showing  an  improvement  on  the 
previous  year.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  over  a million  and  a quarter 
dinners  were  supplied  from  the  School  Meals  Service.  The  incidence  of  the 
more  severe  infectious  diseases  was  less,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies 
and  verminous  conditions  continued  to  fall. 

The  important  and  valuable  work  carried  out  by  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic,  the  Speech  Therapy  Clinic,  and  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  was  maintained, 
with  much  advantage  to  afflicted  children. 

That  parents  are  taking  a greater  interest  in  the  services  provided  for 
the  welfare  of  their  children  is  shown  by  the  high  percentage  of  acceptances 
for  dental  treatment — 84%  of  children  requiring  dental  treatment  were 
actually  treated.  This  percentage  is  higher  than  in  many  other  areas. 

In  presenting  the  Report  I would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Senior 
Medical  Officer,  the  Senior  Dental  Officer  and  their  staffs  for  the  preparation 
of  the  data  given  ; also  to  the  School  Nurses  for  their  unremitting  assistance. 
The  Department  is  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  Teachers  for  their  co-operation 
and  enthusiasm  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  health  of  the  pupils.

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


The  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  one  Assistant  Medical  Officer  continued 
to  carry  out  the  work  in  the  Medical  Department  until  September,  when  the 
staff  was  made  up  to  pre-war  strength  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Janet 
Cameron.  The  School  Nurses  again  throughout  the  year  assisted  in  the 
work  of  medical  inspection  by  surveying  the  school  population  for  obvious 
defects. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  recent  advances  in  treatment,  notably 
the  use  of  D.D.T.  emulsion  for  the  eradication  of  lice  and  the  use  of  Penii  illin 
preparations  for  certain  skin  infections  and  for  some  external  eye  conditions. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  in  Circular  29  (March  1945)  laid  down  the 
lines  on  which  the  School  Health  Service  should  proceed.  The  Circular 
recommends  that  the  Education  Authorities  should  concentrate  on  improving 
and  perfecting  their  existing  provision  of  treatment,  and  should  extend  their 
scope  of  arrangements  with  hospitals.  Arrangements  were  made  with  local 
hospitals,  and  the  general  effect  of  these  arrangements  is  that  the  Education 
Authority  accepts  financial  responsibility  for  out-patient  and  in-patient 
treatment  of  all  Brighton  children  attending  maintained  schools  referred  to 
local  hospitals.  The  parents  are  fr<  <‘  from  all  financial  liability  for  the  hospital 
treatment  of  such  cases. 


Attendance. 

During  the  year  ended  March  31st,  the  average  number  of  Primary 
and  Secondary  School  children  on  the  registers  was  15,894  (13,460),  and 
the  average  attendance  was  14,341  (11,663). 

Medical  Inspection. 

Under  the  1945  Regulations  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
medical  inspection  of  pupils  : 

(a)  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  their  admission  to  a maintained 
school  for  the  first  time  ; 

(b)  During  the  last  year  of  their  attendance  at  a maintained  Primary 
School ; 

(c)  During  the  last  year  of  their  attendance  at  a maintained  Secondary 
School.

378  children  were  operated  on  at  the  Municipal  Hospital.  Most  of  these 
children  afterwards  attended  the  Orthopaedic  Department  for  re-education 
in  breathing. 

Visual  Defects. 

The  Senior  Medical  Officer  continued  to  undertake  the  retinoscopies, 
481  (587)  being  examined  : spectacles  were  prescribed  for  388  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  343  (374)  were  obtained.  The  Sussex  Eye  Hospital  dealt 
with  118  (217)  cases  of  squint,  making  303  attendances  for  orthoptic  treat- 
ment ; 18  were  admitted  as  in-patients. 

From  December,  Mr.  Thorne-Thorne,  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon  to 
the  Sussex  Eye  Hospital,  has  held  a special  weekly  clinic  at  the  Hospital 
for  Brighton  school  children. 

Plantar  Warts. 

48  cases  were  treated  at  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

Plastic  Surgery. 

Four  cases  were  referred  to  the  Plastic  Surgery  Unit  of  the  Queen 
Victoria  Hospital,  East  Grinstead.  The  services  of  this  Hospital  have  been 
greatly  valued.

The  visiting  Surgeon  examined  120  new  cases,  of  whom  88  were  school 
children,  29  were  referred  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Department,  and  3 were 
from  the  Tuberculosis  Department.

The  Principal  of  the 
Municipal  Training  College  kindly  allowed  students  to  assist  the  Ortho- 
paedic Physio-therapist,  and  this  help  is  greatly  appreciated.

Scabies  cases  numbered  395,  which  is  a decrease  of  85  on  the  previous 
year.

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Maladjusted  Pupils 

88  new  cases  were  examined  by  the  Psychiatrist  and  appropriate 
measures  were  taken  to  effect  their  re-adjustrnent.  29  children  attended  the 
p^y-therapy  sessions,  of  whom  7 were  new  cases.  It  sh'ould  be  noted  that 
there  is  a great  lack  of  residential  accommodation  for  certain  children  who 
are  maladjusted  because  of  home  surroundings. 


Handicapped  Children. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  School  Health 
Service  Regulations  1945  under  the  Education  Act  1944.  The  change  in  title 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  into  School  Health  Service  marks  a gradual 
change  in  outlook,  stressing  creative  health  rather  than  disease.  Under 
these  Regulations  certain  categories  of  handicapped  pupils  are  defined,  and 
for  them  educational  treatment  must  be  provided.  The  categories  are  : 

(а)  Blind  Pupils. 

(б)  Partially-sighted  Pupils. 

(c)  Deaf  Pupils. 

(d)  Partially  Deaf  Pupils. 

(e)  Delicate. 

(/)  Diabetic.

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  examination,  ascertainment  and 
treatment  of  these  children,  and  suitable  provision  is  made  for  children  in 
these  categories,  but  it  should  be  recorded  that  many  children  in  category 
(g),  not  so  markedly  handicapped  as  to  justify  their  admission  to  Special 
Schools,  should  be  receiving  special  educational  treatment  in  Special  Classes 
in  ordinary  schools.  There  is  great  difficulty  in  securing  vacancies  for  children 
in  Residential  Special  Schools  for  Educationally  Sub-normal  Pupils  and  for 
Maladjusted  Pupils,  and  there  is  much  lack  of  accommodation  for  those 
Delicate  Pupils  who  should  be  in  Residential  Open-Air  Schools.

The  examining  medical  officers  have  gained  the  impression  that  the 
general  nutritional  standard  of  the  children  shews  improvement. 

In  the  Classification  of  Nutrition,  of  4,526  pupils  inspected,  30%  were 
classed  excellent,  59-3%  normal,  9*6%  slightly  subnormal,  and  0-6%  bad.  The 
corresponding  percentages  of  5,270  pupils  inspected  in  1945  were  : excellent 
30-6,  normal  53-8,  slightly  subnormal  12-8,  and  bad  1*7. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  in  children  of  school  age  was 
189.  There  were  169  known  cases  of  measles.  No  deaths  from  either  complaint 
occurred  in  the  schoo]  age  groups. 

47  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  school  children  ; of  these  16 
had  been  immunised,  1 had  not  completed  immunisation,  and  15  who  had 
received  the  full  course  of  injections  did  not  come  for  a final  Schick  test. 
There  was  one  death,  in  a child  who  had  not  been  immunised.  200  contacts 
were  swabbed  and  34  shewed  positive  results.  86  discharged  patients  were 
swabbed  before  return  to  school,  and  6 gave  positive  results  ; appropriate 
action  was  taken  in  these  cases. 

79  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  children  of  school  age  were  notified  ; no 
deaths  resulted. 

In  1945  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  in  school  children  was 
77,  with  6 deaths  ; of  scarlet  fever  213,  with  no  deaths. 

There  were  no  closures  of  schools  or  school  departments  during  the  year. 
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DENTAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1946. 

Mr.  D.  Mackay,  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  reports  as  follows  : 

The  work  of  the  department  was  carried  out  by  four  dental  surgeons 
and  four  dental  attendants. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Thoseby  returned  to  duty  at  the  end  of  January  and  Miss 
D.  Silver  in  April  on  their  release  from  H.M.  Forces.  Miss  Childs  began 
training  as  a dental  attendant  in  January  ; Mrs.  Crewdson  resigned  in 
February  after  15  years’  service  in  the  department. 

Following  the  bomb  damage  to  part  of  the  Clinic  in  March,  1943,  it  was 
found  possible  to  accommodate  the  staff  available  at  that  time  in  the 
undamaged  portion  of  the  building.  The  return  of  Mr.  Thoseby,  however, 
raised  a problem  which  could  only  be  overcome  by  converting  tbe  Patient's 
Rest  Room  into  a temporary  surgery.  Alternative  recovery  facilities  were 
provided  in  a small  stock  room  also  used  by  the  Child  Guidance  Staff.  This 
arrangement  has  proved  unsatisfactory  as  the  room  is  inconveniently  placed 
for  the  proper  supervision  of  patients  after  treatment.  Restoration  of  the 
war-damaged  part  of  the  building  would  solve  the  immediate  accommo- 
dation problem. 

The  members  of  the  staff  were  employed  for  seven-eights  of  their  time 
in  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  pupils  attending  Primary  and  Secondary 
Schools  ; the  remainder  of  their  time  was  devoted  to  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

7,384  children  were  examined  at  the  routine  school  inspections  and 
5,550  (75%)  were  found  to  require  treatment.  The  total  number  of  children 
treated  during  the  year  was  5,573  and  13,074  attendances  were  made  by 
these  children  for  treatment. 

The  parents  of  87  per  cent,  of  the  children  found  to  have  defective 
teeth  at  the  routine  inspections  accepted  the  offer  of  treatment  ; 84  per 
cent,  of  these  children  actually  received  treatment.  In  comparison  with 
many  areas,  this  is  a high  rate  of  acceptance  and  is  a good  augury. 

Although  the  round  of  inspections  was  taking  approximately  18  months, 
it  was  decided  that  all  pupils  attending  the  Varndean  County  Secondary 
Schools  should  be  brought  into  the  dental  scheme  forthwith.  Persistent 
requests  from  parents  made  this  decision  expedient.  At  the  time  it  was  hoped 
the  damaged  Clinic  building  would  be  restored  during  the  year  with  accom- 
modation available  for  an  additional  dental  surgeon  to  meet  the  increasing 
demands  on  the  service,  and  eventually  effect  an  annual  inspection  and 
treatment  for  all  children. 

1,206  scholars  were  inspected  at  the  Varndean  Schools  and  807  were 
found  to  require  treatment ; 90  per  cent,  of  these  pupils  accepted  the  offer 
of  treatment,  and  89  per  cent,  were  actually  treated.  This  is  highly  satis- 
factory. 

During  the  year  160  cases  of  irregularity  of  the  teeth  were  treated  by 
extraction  : 50  temporary  and  176  permanent  teeth  were  removed  for  this 
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reason.  In  addition,  32  deformities  requiring  the  use  of  apparatus  were 
treated  and  38  appliances  were  fitted  to  correct  the  irregular  teeth  of  these 
patients. 

Other  operations  in  the  statistical  table  (Table  IV.)  include  the 
following  procedures  : Simple  dressings,  scalings,  gum  treatment,  regional 
and  intra-alveolar  injections,  extirpation  of  pulps,  treatment  and  filling 
of  root  canals,  silver  nitrate  treatment,  orthodontic  adjustments  and 
salivary  investigations. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  once  again  to  the  members  of  the 
teaching  profession  for  their  valuable  co-operation.
